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Rev. Steve Bliffen this week 
announced no further meetings 
of the Committee of 300 are 
planned for the present.

LOCAL HOMEMAKERS CLUBS 
HOLD WORKSHOPS 


Morgan County Homemakers 
made candle rings from native 
materials as a November lesson. 
Whole families took to the 
woods to gather pine cones, 
walnuts, hickory nuts, pawpaw 
seeds, buckeyes, and chestnuts. 
Peach seeds, teasel, rose of 
sharon pods, sycamore and 
sweet gum balls also used. 

Two hundred and seventy- 
five candle rings were made by 
nine homemaker clubs in the 
county. Four clubs have also 
made candles to complete their 
Christmas decorations and to 
give as gifts. Over seven hund¬ 
red pounds of wax were used 
in the making of these candles. 

This project really became a 
family affair. Husbands who 
went out hunting found them¬ 
selves looking for more than 
rabbits, squirrel, or birds. Child¬ 
ren roamed the fields and woods

—During Congressional action 
of a supplemental appropria¬ 
tions bill last week. Represen¬ 
tative Carl D. Perkins, D-Ky.

storing $3,376,554 for education¬ 
ally deprived children in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Allocations of Title I funds 
under the Elementary and Se¬ 
condary Education Act announc¬ 
ed last month by the U. S. Of¬ 
fice of Education gave Kentucky 
$33,755,353 nearly $4-million less 
than was allocated last year. 

The Title I funds, directed 
toward the education of poor 
children, were cut $32,079,478 
nationally. Most of the cuts 
were directed at Kentucky and 
!other border and southern 
J states.

Rev. Benton, who quit 
school after completing the 
eighth grade at Caney School 
to support his parents, went 
to work in the mines at Can- 
nel City at age 15.

Thus, with tills background 
and witn ministers in every 
generation of his family as 
far back as his great-great 
grandparents on both sides 
of his family, it was probably 
only natural that Rev. Ben¬ 
ton should himself enter the 
ministry. 

This he did in 1940 when 
be assumed pastorship of the 
First Church of God at 
Caney, a [position he has 
held since. lie also is pastor 
oif the First Church of God 
at Mariba in Menifee County. 

During his 30-vear career 
in the ministry, Rev. Benton 
has preached from more than 
5,000 different texts and has 
baptized 888 converts.

Every city, town or village has 
its people who tool leather, 
hammer copper and brass, 
make jewelry — seamstresses 
who could provide lengths of 
patchwork or even a quilt, 
placemats, table cover or eur- 
tians in this popular motif. You 
might want to undertake a bit 
of patchwork yourself and make 
a gift afghan of velvet patches 
brierstitched together or a 
country quilt made of pieces 
of whatever you can find. In 
the hills grandmothers con¬ 
tinue a generations-old tradit¬ 
ion of piecing quilts to give 
their children and grandchild¬ 
ren at Christmas. 

For the collector there are 
artists prints as well as original 
paintings, Kentucky-made furni¬ 
ture, pottery and bibelots.

The expansion of 
strip mining in the past two 
years would indicate that thtf 
problem may be then be in* 
superable, beyond control, and 
large areas of our coal-produc* 
ing states beyond the possibip 
ity of rehabilitation. I therefore 
propose that during this interim 
period, surface mining be con¬ 
ducted only under Federal auth¬ 
ority, with the approval of the 
Environmental Protection Agen¬ 
cy,” Cooper stated. 

The EPA would be given 6 
months to promulgate criteria 
and guidelines for the control 
of surface mining activities# 
The States would then be given 
six months to submit a regula¬ 
tor program which would lie 
required to meet certain erf- 
teria, including permit prog¬ 
rams.

WASHINGTON, D. C„ Dec. 
2 — Senator John Sherman 
Cooper (R-Ky) today testified 
before the Senate Interior Com¬ 
mittee concerning strip-mining 
of coal and legislative proposals 
of his and Senator Howard 
Baker (R-Tenn). 

Senator Cooper told the Com¬ 
mittee, "I believe that legisla¬ 
tion can be enacted which will 
effectively work to regulate sur¬ 
face mining. If the regulation 
of surface mining is not under¬ 
taken quickly, we will face the 
unhappy prospect of having 
not only our flat and rolling 
I lands, but even larger areas of 
our hills and mountain lands, 
despoiled — and restoration 
may be impossible." 

"Unless immediate action is 
taken to regulate effectively 
-surface mining, those who de¬ 
sire to operate surface mines 
will certainly face the prospect 
of being prohibited from opera¬ 
tion,” Senator Cooper stated. 

The Kentucky Republican told 
the Committee that he believes 
that surface mining could be 
prohibited in certain areas, but 
he does not favor complete pro¬ 
hibition of surface mining. “I 
cannot do so because, realisti¬ 
cally, coal production is need- 
I :ed." Energy demands double 
every 8 to 10 years. Other ener¬ 
gy sources may, in the future, 
replace the need to strip mine, 
but they cannot be relied upon 
now to furnish the necessary 
energy requirements of the na¬ 
tion. the Kentuckv Senator said. 

Senator Cooper told the Com¬ 
mittee that a Federal law is 
required for two reasons: first, 
because the problems of provid¬ 
ing energy and preserving the 
environment are national prob¬ 
lems which require nat¬ 
ional policy: second, because 
regulation state-by-state intro¬ 
duces competion for markets 
which places a premium on low- 
standards, and a statute that 
will be uniformly applicable is 
required in equity and fairness 

The program proposed by 
Senator Cooper would establish 
a Federal - State relationship I 
with Federal guidelines and 
State enforcement. This proced 
ure, establishing a system of 
Primary State regulations, back 
ed up if necessary and enforc¬ 
ed by the Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency, would require 
16 to 18 months to develop. 
Senator Cooper said. "A serious 
question arises about what will 
happen during this year-and-a-
